DEÉDICATION 


With his inauguration, January 7, 1950, Dr. John Schoff Millis formally assumed the 
presidency of Western Reserve University. He succeeded Dr. Winfred G. Leutner to 
become the university’s ninth president. 


Dr. Millis brought with him a lifetime of 
experience in teaching and scholastic ad- 
ministration. He graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in 1924, then returned to 
earn his Ph.D. in the field of physics. He has 
held teaching positions in the University of 
Chicago and Lawrence College, where he 
served as professor of physics for seven years. 
During that period he also served as dean of 
the college. In 1941 Dr. Millis assumed the 
presidency of the University of Vermont and 
State Agricultural College, a position which 
he held until last year. 


Dr. Millis is a member of Sigma Xi, and 
Kappa Phi Kappa. He holds honorary LL.D. 
degrees from Middlebury College, Brown 
University, and the University of Maine. 


Coupled with his administrative experience 
and background in science is an equally 
intense interest in the humanities. Dr. Millis 
is a licensed lay reader and preacher of the 
Episcopal Church. He has served as Y.M.C.A. 
director, as trustee and vice president of the 
Vermont Symphony Orchestra Association, 
and as chairman of the Green Mountain Fes- 
tival of the Arts. He is a member of Rotary 
International, the Vermont Historical Society, 
and the Newcomen Society of England. In his 
spare time he has done research for the 
Institute of Paper Chemistry and has written 
technical and educational articles for various 
journals. 


It is to Dr. John Schoff Millis, scientist, 
administrator, humanitarian, that we dedicate 
this yearbook. May his future at Western 
Reserve University be as distinguished and 
successful as his past.

With Coach Mike Scarry at the helm for his 
second season, the Reserve gridders started out 
their 1949 campaign with more fight and fury than 
local rooters had seen for many a year. The fight 
and the fury, however, weren’t enough to carry 
the team through the rough schedule it faced. 
Following its policy of scheduling teams on Re- 
serve’s academic, if not its athletic level, the 
athletic committee pitted the Red Cats against 
such schools as Brown and Western Virginia. The 
final result was a four win, five loss, one tie record.

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The spotlight was on Kent, Ohio as the Red Cats inaug- 
urated our 1949 football season there, under the lights. 
Favored over Reserve, the Golden Flashes found the Cats 
fighting hard for their first victory, and showing great 
promise. Rain and a muddy field hampered the powerful 
attack of the revitalized Reserve eleven, but they never 
relinquished the lead at any time during the game. Tom 
Murphy's field goal proved to be the winning margin as 
the Red Cats chalked up victory number one for their 
opener, 23-20. 


A snappy but helpless Olivet eleven met the Scarrymen 
at Shaw Stadium on a warm Saturday afternoon for the 
runaway game of the year. Olivet’s only tally came on a 
brilliant 93 yard run, while the Cats scored more points in 
this one game, than they did in all games of 1948. Trying 
to keep the score within reason, Coach Scarry shifted his 
backfield experimently, but all combinations ended in 
tallies. Tired Olivet fought doggedly, but it was Reserve’s 
day, as this non-conference game added another victory to 
our win column, 69-9,

Expecting a close game, Reserve’s eleven journeyed to 
Butler and returned victors in their second Mid-America 
Conference tilt, 28-6. Displaying great improvement, the 
Red Cats averaged one touchdown per quarter and retained 
their eligibility as possible contenders for the conference 
championship. 


The unbeaten Bob Cats of Ohio U and the unbeaten 
Red Cats of Reserve clashed in our Homecoming Day 
struggle. Reserve’s lone tally came in the third quarter 
after a thrilling scoreless first half for both teams. It looked 
like Scarry’s day, as the team held two goal-line stands in 
the final quarter; but in the last twenty seconds, Carroll 
Widdoes’ boys plowed over the line for a tally. The post- 
game conversion tied the game, 7-7. 


Dropping their third game of the season, in what was 
perhaps the worst showing of football here since the 1948 
season, Reserve’s Redcats were massacred 46-7 by the 
Miami Redskins. Only bright spots of the afternoon were 
the line bucking of Don Hura, and the continued fine running 
of Lenny Corbin, which brought Reserve’s lone score. 


Bucking the passes of squat Bronco Quarterback Norm 
Harris and the plaguing lack of tall defensive backs, the 
Cats were beaten by Western Michigan’s Broncos, 21-14. 
Tom Cole hit Leo Spann for a 12 yard touchdown, while 
Herm Marolt carried the pigskin forty yards for a tally 
on a pass from Adrian Castilla. 


Sid Gillman’s Bearcats tore up the gridiron of Nippert 
Stadium down in the Queen City, as they entered the fourth 
quarter on the long end of a 21-0 score. Playing with an all 
out effort, the previously unbeaten Red Cats clawed back 
against the highly-favored Cincinnati team, and came back 
with two tallies. The final score, 21-13. 


From the Ivy League of the East came the Brown Uni- 
versity Bruins to play a scrappy Reserve eleven. Reserve 
was scored upon early in the game, but the rejuvenated 
Scarrymen settled down and came back with two touch- 
downs to tie the score. However, Brown's power on the 
ground proved too much; they scored again. The final 
score, 28-14. 
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After leading 13-0 in the first quarter, and gaining a 
hundred yards more than their opponents, the Red Cats 
lost a rather slipshod game to West Virginia, 28-13. In the 
sixth play of the game Len Corbin sprinted 21 yards for the 
first score; while later in that same quarter, Al Morhard 
flipped the pigskin to Fred Lekson for a second tally to end 
a 67 yard drive, and Reserve’s scoring.

Reserve rooters smiled as they ate their Thanksgiving 
turkeys, with the return, after one year’s absence, of victory 
in the 54th annual Case-Reserve encounter, 30-0! The ex- 
uberant Cats showed superiority in every department, while 
the Rough Riders seemed to have been severely hampered 
by an acute manpower shortage. 

After a scoreless opening quarter, Don Hura broke 
through for the first Reserve score with a 75 yard run. 
Brilliant punting by Adrian Castilla netted our second TD, 
while AI Morhard hit Leo Spann with a 24 yard pass for a 
third tally in the third quarter. In the same quarter, Adrian 
Castilla’s forty-yard screen pass to Len Corbin accounted 
for the final touchdown, though Jim Barnicle, in the last 
seconds of the game, spilled the bogged-down Case team'’s 
George Hilldebrand for a safety.

Injuries and an overly ambitious schedule marked the 
1949-1950 Red Cat basketball season. Only the outstanding 
coaching of Mike Scarry coupled with the sometimes spec- 
tacular playing of the Cats kept the season from being an 
absolute loss. 

Jim Cochrane, senior forward and long time leader of 
the cagers, broke his left wrist in the initial game of the 
season but recuperated in time to finish the season as the 
third highest scorer with 213 points. Senior guards Joe 
Lesko, Dick Rutti, and John Kappos carried on the Red Cat 
attack, as they won seven, while losing seventeen. In the 
running, Kappos held down the number two spot with a 
249 point total, while Lesko’s 264 points were tops for the 
season. However, the record set last year by Cochrane, as 
he sank a total of 360 points to set an all time high here for 
a single season’s play, went unchallenged.

Epsilon Delta Rho is an hon- 
orary architectural fraternity 
whose requirements for mem- 
bership are a high scholastic 
average, a displayed desire for 
closer fellowship with architec- 
tural students, and an intent to 
pursue a career in architecture. 
The chapter was founded at the 
School of Architecture on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1928, shortly after the 
school had been transferred from 
the Cleveland School of Art to 
the University Campus. 


The purpose of the group is to 
encourage greater interest in the 
study of architecture and to be 
of service to the entire student 
body of the school. The frater- 
nity annually offers prizes to 
those two freshmen students who 
have the highest standing in 
architectural subjects. Besides its 
own social affairs, the fraternity 
supports other school activities 
and also sponsors lectures by 
practicing architects. 


Founded in 1906 to give recog- 
nition to those outstanding in the 
field of intercollegiate debate, 
Delta Sigma Rho was introduced 
at Reserve in 1911. 


For the first time in over a 
decade, Delta Sigma Rho has five 
active members on the Adelbert 
campus. Membership is limited 
to juniors and seniors who have 
distinguished themselves in their 
participation with the Reserve 
Rostrum; initiation is held an- 
nually. The members of Delta 
Sigma Rho provide the core of 
the varsity debate squad as well 
as heading the Student Manage- 
ment Board of the Restrum. 
Sponsoring the Reserve Chapter 
of Delta Sigma Rho are the fac- 
ulty directors of the Rostrum, 
Warren Guthrie, Robert Lang, 
and Gerald Phillips. 


The National Delta Sigma Rho 
sponsors an annual National De- 
bate Tournament, in which Re- 
serve participated this year at 
the University of Wisconsin, and 
a National Student Congress held 
biennially. Chapters from Hono- 
lulu to Maine and Virginia par- 
ticipated in the Congress, which 
was held in Chicago last year.

It will continue to offer 
opportunities for artists, photographers, 
and writers interested in magazine work.

Following the traditions of the past, the 
Reserve Rostrum carried on its usual varied 
and extensive program of intercollegiate de- 
bates and forums during 1949-1950. Under the 
capable direction of Warren Guthrie, Robert 
Lang, and Gerald Phillips, the Rostrum 
opened the debate season with its annual 
series with the University of Pittsburgh. 
During the fall, the Rostrum played host to 
the Novice Debate Tournament of the North- 
eastern Ohio Debate Conference and parti- 
cipated in the annual Legislative Assembly 
at Oberlin, which found Reserve men as 
Speaker of the Assembly and Majority Lead- 
ers of two committees. 


The Speakers’ Bureau was reactivated this 
year, with the Minority Panel the most popu- 
lar program among many offered. Playing 
the part of a good neighbor, the Rostrum 
held a home and home series with the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario in Canada during 
the spring term. 

Highlights of the season were the Delta
